TRIAL  OF  LOUIS  XVI. 

IT  having  been  decided  on  Tucf- 
day,  in  confequence  of  a  requeft 
from  the  commandant  general  of 
Paris,  that  the  i-mfortunate  Louis 
fhould  be  brought  to  the  b.ir  the 
next  morning,  at  nine  o'clock,  the 
fitting  of  Wcdrtefday  commenced  at 
that  hour. 

Within  a  few  mmutes  sfterwards, 
the  p'tfidrnt  faid,  n  I  announce  to 
the  allembly,  that  Louis  and  his  de- 
fenders are  ready  to  appear  at  the 
bar.  I  forbid  the  members  or  the 
fpectators  to  fhew  any  figns  of  cen- 
fure or  approbation."  Loids  then 
appeared  ar  the  bar,  accompanied  by 
M.  M.  Ltmorigety  iVLi'herbrs,- 
Trencher,  de  Seze,  the  mayor  of 
Paris,  and  the  commandant,  of  the 
national  guards. 

The  prefident  faid,  "  Louis,  the 
Convention  has  decreed,  that  you 
fhall  be  definitely  heard  to  cfay." 

Louis.- — "  My  counfe!  will  read 
to  you  my  defence." 

M.  de  Sese  then  read  for  fome 
hours  the  defence,  of  *hich  the  fub- 
ffance  is  here  given,  as  exactly  as 
we  can  recollect  it,  tho  the  wnole 
could  by  no  means  be  conta  ned 
within  me  limits  of  a  newfpaper. 
It  began  thus  : 

•»  Citizen  reprefentatives  of  the 
nation,  the  moment  is  then  arrived 
in  which  Louis,  accufed  in  the  name 
of  the  French  peopie,  andlurround- 
ed  by  the  counlel  which  humanity 
and  the  law  have  given  him,  is  a- 
bout  to  deliver  his  ju(\iricatiun.  E- 


vrn  fhe  fjlence  vTrh  which  we  aro 
furrounded, informs  me,  that  the  day 
ofjufticehas  lucceeded  to  the  day 
of  prefumpticn  and  pre  judgment. 
The  misfortunes  ot  kmgs  have 
fomething  much  more  affecting  and 
more  facred  than  thofe  of  other  men  ; 
and  he,  who  once  occupied  the  molt 
brilliant  throne  in  the  univerfe, 
ought  to  excite  the  molt  powerful 
interefts.  You  have  called  him  in- 
to the  niidfi  you,  and  he  is  come, 
wiihcalmneis  :  with  dignity,  firong 
in  his  innocence,  fuppoTted  by  tho 
teftiniony  of  a  w  hole  life.  He  has 
difcovered  10  you  fuch  to  be  his 
thoughts  by  difcuffihg,  without  pre- 
paration, w  ithout  exaniination,  char^ 
ges  which  he  could  not  fort  fee,  and 
offerirg  an  extemporary  defence. 
Louis  could  or. by  tell  you  of  his  lo- 
rn ct  nee  ;  I  come  to  prove  it. 
Would  that  this  circle  could  tqcreaft 
till  t:  e  wi  ole  multitude  of  cit  z  r  s, 
who  have  received  a  dreadful  inw 

tained  in  r,  that  they  tr;ght  form  a 
different  opinion.  L,  fjiS  knowk  j 
that  Europe  expect sj  «'itb  impsii- 
ence,  the  judgment  whicl  .1 
give  j  tie  kno-vs,  that  p  i>e. 
one  day,  inveft ;^ate  it ;  but  hs  con- 
fioers  oiily  his  cotemporanes.  L'ke 
him,  we  forget  pofterify,  and  fee  on- 
ly the  prefent  moment." 
.  M.  tie  Size  then  faiu,  that  CM 
quefJion  might  be  confidered  in  two 
points  of  view,  either  whh  re:";.>cct 
to  Louis  before  or  after  his  accept- 
ance of  the  conrtitution.  The  rijfti" 
on,  he  admitted,  was  the  fovcreign; 
and  was  free  to  give  in  what  form 
Of  government  it  plcafed  ;  but  rhe 
nation  itfelf  c*u!d  not  exercife  its 
own  fovereignty,  and  rriuft,  there- 
for*, delegate  it.  In  1789  the  nati- 
on chnfe  a  monarchical  government 
and  decreed  the  inviolability  of  i:s 
chief.  He  then  (he^ed  that  the 
forfeiture  of  the  throne  was  the  only 
pumlhment  to  which  the  King,  ac- 
coroing  to  the  conftitution,  could  be 
fub  ect  ;  that  it  was  only  fo/  crimes 
committed  atter  this  d-eltitution  that 
he  could  he  tried  like  other  citizens. 
Eicher  the  crimes  of  which  Louis  is 
accufed,  were  held  crimes  by  the 
Conflitmionaf  acr,  and  ot  courfe,  if 
proved,  were  ro  be  punifhed  accord- 
ing to  that  set,  or  they  were  not  to 
be  found  in  it ,  and  were,  theiefcrc, 
nrtt  to  be  punifhed  at  d\. 

He  Would,"  however,"  admit,  for 
argument's  fake,  that  the  crimes 
were  all  proved,  and  all  mentioned* 
in  the  Conftitational  act.  Wnat 
then  was  the  punilhment?  The  ab- 
dication o(  the  throne.  B'iit  it  might 
be  fjid,  tdat  the  nation  had  ahead/ 
abolilhed  the  throne  fa  that  there 
was  no  farther  pu'niffiment  of  Lou- 
is, were  new  laws  to  be  made,  appli- 
cable only  to  one  man,  and  for'iued' 
fince  the  accufation  itfelf. 

If,  hower,  Louis  was  to  he  depri- 
ved of  his  inviolability  as  a  king,  he 
mull  then,  of  courfe,  have  the  rigl-t 
of  being  judged  like  a  citizen,  and  J 
in  that  cale,  where  were  the  prefer-  j 
Varory  forms  of  trial  decreed  for  ci-  1 
tizens  by  the  law  ?  Where  were  the 
jurors,  thofe,  hoftages  for  the  lives  j 
and  houor  of  citizens  ?  Where  was  J 
the  proportion  of  fuffraies  which  the  j 
law  had  fo  wifely  efhbliihcd?  Where  , 
that  filcnt  ballot    which    inclofed  I 
within  the  fame  urn  the  opinion  and 
confeience  of  the  jud^e  ?  "  1  fpeak  |j 
to  you,"  faid  M.  de  Se^e,  *'  with  1 
the  freedom  of  a  free  man  ;  I  fearcli 
among  vou  forjudges,  and  I  fee  on  -  | 
ly  accufers  ;  you  would  give  judg- 
ment upon  Louis,  and  you  have  ac- 
cufed  him;  you  would  try  him,  and  fj 
you  'nave  already  expreffed  your  v\  ill.  I 

As  to  the  charge  of  having  vvifh- 
ed  to  difiolved  the  national  afiem- 
bly — Was  it  forgotten  that  Loms 
had  convoked  it  ?  Was  it  forgotten 
tbat  duriivg  1 50  years  princes,  ftorCj 
jealous  of  their  authority,  had.eon^  1 
ftantly  retufed  that  convocation 


V9M  ft  forgotten  that  but  for  Lou!*, 

but  for  the  numerous  facrafkes  to 
which  he  had  confented,  the  audi- 
ence coujd  not  then  be  lilting,  to 
deliberate  upon  the  intercfts  of  the 
ftate  ?" 

■  He  .would  not  then  fpsak  of  the 
memoir  in  which  Talon  was  fiid  to 
have  the  care  of  producing  a  coun- 
ter revolution,  intruded  in  part  to 
him  ;  but  even  upon  an  ordinary 
trial,  could  it  be  permitted,  that  pi- 
pers t.iicen  from  a  citizen,  without 
an  inventory  and  unfilled, by  the  i.i- 
vafion  of  his  houle,  fhould  be  pro- 
jHked  in  the  evidence  againft  him  i 
In  fon-e  of  thole  papers,  mention 
was  made  of  the  money  which  had 
been  expended  but  even  if  it  was 
denied,  that  this  expence  was  for 
purpn'es  of  benevolence,  could  it  be 
ftrgottcn»  how  eafily  Kings  were 
circumvented  and  deceived  ?

thefe  c:rcumftanc?s,  Louis  accepted 
the  conftitution.  1  .ic  Condition 
y,as  the  pact  of  aHiance  between  the 
pec  pie  and  the  Kt^—  There  was 
no  linger  any  contention;— the  part 
*vas  forgotten. — What  had  been 
done  fubffqnent  to  this  acceptance, 
wasno.v  to  be  examined.
